The item before you is a supplemental
appropriation for the sexual assault nurse
examiner program. This program represent a
collaboration between the special victims squad
of the Nassau County Police Department, North
Shore Long Island Jewish Health Systems, the
Sexual Assault Center of the Safe Center, which
is formerly the Nassau County Coalition Against
Domestic Violence, and the District Attorney's
Office.

The same center is a special unit in the
emergency department of North Shore University
Hospital where specially trained nurses
administer treatment to sexual assault victims
using methods specifically designed to preserve
evidence while treating victims with dignity and
compassion in an area that's separate from the
regular emergency area.

purchase is purchased as a system that goes to a

certain location. I think they have a location
in mind. I don't think it's separate cameras
that could go anywhere. I believe this is, 1like,
one system.

security.

LEGISLATOR FORD: Considering the fact

that police cars already have this technology in
them, i1is this something that these locations will
be known to the public or is it something that

you prefer to keep, you know, private?

SERGEANT STEPHANOFEF : Before I came I
did call our homeland security section. They
prefer to keep the location -- I believe it's in

the item itself, the location, but they prefer to

keep it so that nobody knows so they don't avoid

it.

LEGISLATOR FORD: Okay.

SERGEANT STEPHANOFEF : So that it gets
the use. The intended use is to see what's going

on not to --

LEGISLATOR FORD: To see where they're
going and everything. We look at now, this
Malaysian flight, they think that people go on
and put bombs, whatever it is, killing all those
people. So I guess maybe there is a benefit to
that too.
